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Mr. Robert Francis Connal Spens, whose age was only fifteen, met his death under tragic circumstances a few days ago. He was riding with the 
Ripley and Knaphill Harriers, a mist prevailing at the time, a fox leading them over Romping Down, when the fatal accident occurred. Apparently 
it had been forgotten that the Ash Ranges, occupied every day by men of the Aldershot Army Corps, were in the vicinity, but the whizzing of a 
bullet over the Master’s cap revealed the state of affairs. ‘lhe latter turned and shouted: “Follow me; we are in the line of fire!" This preserved 
the lives of most present, but it was too late to save Mr Spens, who, shot in the neck, reeled in the saddle. Despite the flying bullets, Mr. Stephen 
Hall who was riding “next horse.” galloped forward and caught Spens аз he fell. For twenty yards he carried him in his arms towards shelter, 
then stretched himself beside him on the ground. The gallant act was unrewarded, for the injured lad died without speaking, The distress of his 


mother, who was only told of the accident when her son's horse was led up, was painfully pathetic.

Common - sense, and the cause of 
morality, will be best served by accept- 
ing the almost inevitable end to which 
the Thaw trial has come; while that 
side of the public which revels in the 
sordid exposures and prurient episodes of 
a revolting scandal will be rightly dis-

Even those who insist that Thaw 
must make atonement for his deed can 
hardly. wish that this unfortunate and 
unhappy man should be returned to the 
ordeal of a second trial. Humanity will 
ask for the release of the victim from 
the cruelties which were practised upon 
him by the relentless counsel for the pro- 
secution. Surely hc has endured enough:
